WANAMAKER NOT MIXED UP. 

Bardsley asserted that aji statements 
that he knew anything about or con- 
nived at Marsh’s flight were absolutely 
false. He never bad any relations 
with Marsh other than as a depositor. 
During his period of office he never 
had any travsactions with Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker, nor any personal 
knowledge of that geutleman's trans- 
actions with the Keystone Bank. He 
(Bardsley) did write a letter to Wana- 
maker while the latter was traveling 
with the President in California, ask- 
ing him to use his influence with Comp- 
troller Lacey in favor of the appoiut- 
ment of City Comptroller Thompson as 
receiver of the bank, and also visited 
Lacey in Washington for that purpose. 
It is true that he (Bardsley) loaned 
State moneys to Glendennin & Co. 
stock brokers; also to a number o 
banks and banking institutions through 
H. H. Yard. He also deposited State 
money in the Manufacturers’, Spring 
Garden, Keystone, Third National, 


Bardsley’s Story Given in 
Court. 


He Makes Startling Charges against 
Bank Examiner Drew. 


Keystone Complicat ons as Related by 
the Now Missing Marsh. 


The en- Treasurer Claims not to Have 
Profited by Peculation and 
Pleads for Mercy—Sen-~ 
tence Deferred. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] John Bardsley, ex- 
City Treasurer, who several days ago 
pleaded guilty of embezzlemeut of pub- 
lic funds, was brought to court for 
sentence today, but on motion of the 
District Attorney sentence was sus- 
pended indefinitely. 

The District Attorney opened the 
proceedings by stating that he wished 
to call some witnesses, so that the 
court could get some information upon 
which to pass sentence. Tne expert 
accountant testified that Bardsley in his 
two years and a half incumbency of the 
office of City Treasurer received $200,- 
000 in interest on public funds; that 
Bardsley used $500,000 in speculation, 
and had loaned $600,000 to one banking 
firm and $200,000 to another. He also 
loaned $400,000'to the Bradford Mills 
Company, of which he was owner. 
Bardsley also sold and converted to his 
own use $57,000 worth of Government 
bonds he held for the city, but this 
money w subsequently returned, 
The expert found Bardsley's stock oper- 
ations had cost him in the neigubor- 
hood of $100,000. 

Attorney Alexander for Bardsley 
cross-examined the expert, Brown, the 
substance of whose testimony was that 
the investigation had not gone far 
enough to say positively that any 
money bas actually gone into Bards- 
ley’s pockets. Brown was also forced 
to acknowledge that there was an act- 
ual profit to the city of about $170,000 
between the money received at inter- 
est bv Bardsley and the money he lost 
in stocks, as this money had been 
turned over to the city. Brown further 
suid that, with the exception of the 
school fund, the «ity’s fund was intact. 

BARDSLEY’S STATEMENT. 

Bardsley then arose and proceeded 
toread the long-expected statement, 
occupying an n and a quarter in 
doing so. 4 8 y.of the it om zed 
statement shows a net balance due the 
city of $191,061 and a net balance due 
the State of $1,002,769. This balance is 
accounted for as tollows: : 


Clearing-house due bills from the 
Receipt of the President of the 
Keystone Bank for 100 bonds of 
the Baltimore Traction Com- 
pany, 61000 each...... .... .... 
Notes taken from G. P. Haines 
for cash given him to assist the 


smterest from each of said banks, He 
also deposited State moneys with 
the Farmers and Mechauics National 
and received interestthereon. In con- 
nection with this bank the president 
loaned him money with which he pur- 
chased 2000.shares of West Chicago 
Passenger Railway at about $90 per 
share, the larger portion of which was 
afterward sold by the bank at about 
$134 per share. He positively denies 
that either city or State money was 
used in that transaction. 

POOR WHILE HANDLING MILLIONS. 

Continuing his statement Bardsley 
said that for the past twenty years his 
household expenses have never ex- 


ceeded $1500 per year, which atso in- 
cluded his personal expenses. In 
March last he moved to Germantown 
Lo be near the factory, buying in June 
last the property costing $20,000, which 
sum represented his wite's savings and 
his savings from all outside sources. 
He admits that he oaned State money 
to various banks and others, not 
knowing that tere was any law 
against it. Every dollar he loaned 
either to Guendennin & Co. or 
bauks was returned at the time 
fixed together with interest, and all 
this money, both principal and ititer- 
est, he bas paid over. e received in- 
terest on State money because he 
didn’t know it was a crime Lo do so. 
The interest so received, however, has 
either been paid by him to the State or 
will Qe collected by his assignee. As 
to the charge of buying securities with 
— funds, he says it is true in part. 

o did not buy them, however, with 
uny thought of retaining them, but 
only with the idea of making secure a 
portion of the large amount in his 
bands, with the intention of selling 
the same when requested to make pay- 
ments to the State. The securities so 
purchased have all been sold and the 
proceeds paid over, together with all 
dividends on the same. Burdsley as- 
serted that neither the State nor city 
is a loser to the extent of one dollar by 
reason of his doing any of these things 
for which be has been indicted. On 
the contrary the prolits arising from 
these transactions, which exceed all the 
losses have been put by him within the 
control of the authorities.

lecting my business so that I made no proht, 
neglecting my family by my mind and 
body being devoted to public interests, 
working fourteen to eighteen hours daily, 
and during all these years living in a most 
economical mauner because of want of 
money, denying family and self of almost 
the comforts of life because of want of 
money, and now advanced in years, witha 
wife and family to support Lam stripped of 
all property, my family penniless 
thrown on the charity of the world,my repu- 
tation destroyed, my body imprisoned and 
all for whai? Because a bank has failed in

THE CHILEAN FACTIONS. 


Each Side eo 2 News to Suit 
ts If. 

LONDON, June 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A dispatch pub- 
lished here today from the Chilean gov- 
ernment says that the rebels have lost 
all moral force and that all action upon 
their part in the south has ceased. On 
the other hand the dispatch states that 
President Balmaceda is taking steps 
to increase the strength of his army and 
that loyal warships are attacking rebel 
ports, while the rebel squadron avoids 
fighting. In conclusion the statement 
is made that the rebels are prolonging 
war solely to enrich themselves witu 
the nitrate deposits at Arapaca. 
Nineteen provinces, it is further stated, 
are under control of President Baima- 
ceda, these provinces being inhabited 
by 3,000,000 people; while the rebel prov- 
inces are only inhabited by 150,000 peo- 
ple, one-half of whom are said to be 
foreigners, 

New York, June 23.—A corre- 
spondent at Iquique telegraphs his 


paper that Balmaceda is likely to have 


trouble with the British government 
over the collection from a vessel flying 
the British flag of duty on a load of 
nitrate brought into Tocopilla. The 
British minister has made a vigorous 
protest. What action Balmaceda will 
take cannot be learned, but probably 
he will return the money. The corre- 


spondent also states that it would seem 


thatthe British government is doing 
ail in its power, withoutresort to arms, 
to aid theinsurgentcause. He further 
states the prospect looks very gloomy 
for Balmaceda.

An Important Decision by the la- 
terior Department. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—{ By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Secretary of the 
Interior has rendered a decision in the 
case of the townsite of East Guthrie, 
Oklahoma, against Veerder B. Paine 
and other agricultural claimants. 
The Secretary affirms the decision of 
the commissioner rejecting the claim 
of the townsite of North Guthrie and 
direcis that a hearing be had to deter- 
mine the rights of respective agrical- 
tural el imauts. Entries made by 
those who entered the ‘Territory prior 
to the hour fixed by the proclamation 
for opening the land to settlement are 
deciared void. 

As to the claims of Veerder B. Paine 
aud Xsvophon Fitzgerald the Secretary 
fiuds their homestead entiries were not 
made in good faith, but on the con- 
trary, having knowledge that a town- 
site would be located at a certain point, 
they had entered the tracts with a view 
of speculating in town lots. Although 
they were on the ground a few min- 
utes prior to rival townsite claimants, 
their motives are taken into cousidera- 
tion and the land awarded the townsite 
people, thus reversing the decision of 
the Commissioner of tue General Land 
Office. 

‘Tne application of the Mayor and 
others to enter the west halt of section 
nine as the towusite oi East Guthrie is 
rejected on the ground that the appli- 
cation was made in the interest of men 
many of whom violated the law in en- 
tering the Territory priorto the date

An Od Mine to BS Worked. 

Ciry oF Mexico, June 23.—The 
Veta Grande mine at Parral, which 
broke its pumps a year ago and flooded 
the mine to the fourth level,is now 
putting in a new pump and machinery 
at an expenditure of 260,000 prepara- 
tory to unwatering the mine.

RAILRUAD LANDS, 


AN OPINION BY JUDGES SAWYER 
AND ROSS. 


The Southern Pacific Grant WII 
Now Go to the Supreme 
Court for a Final 
Decision. 


Brief mention was made in THe Times 
yesterday of the fact that two suits brougut 
by the United States against the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company to quiet title to 
certain landsin this county and to enjoin 
the defendant from asserting Or claiming 
any title thereto, had beén decided by 
Judges Ross and Sawyer, in the Circuit 
Court, both cases being dismissed without 
costs, from which ruling Special Assistani 
Counsel J. H. Call, Esq., obtained leave to 


These suits involve five sections of land 
in townships 3 and 4 north. range 15 west. 
S. B. M., all of which are claimed by de- 
fendant under an aet of Congress of March 
3, 1871, which authorizes the Southern Pa- 
cifie Company to connect their Texas and 
Pacific Railroad with San Francisco, by 
constructing a line of railroad from a point 
ator near Tehachepi Pass, by way of Los 
Angeles, to the Texas Pleite road at or ne r 
the Colorado River.” Soon after the pass- 
age of s id act, on April 3, 1871, the South- 
ern Pacific Company fied a piat in the office 
of the Commissioner of the Geneval Land 
Uffice, designating the line of its road, and 
thereby the grant attached to all the odd 
sections of land. An August 12, 1873, the 
Southern Pacific Company amalgamated 
and consolidated with several smaller com- 
panies and afterward completed the railroad 
as designated in January, 1578. On March 
12, 1872, the Atlautie aud Pacific Railroad 
Company, long afterthe definite location 
of the Southern Pacihe line, which had al- 
ready been commenced, filed two maps of 
portions of a line io this State in the office 
of the Secretary of the Laterior. ‘Two other 
maps were subsequently filed in the same 
office, but as the Atlantle and Pacific Rall 
road Company never constructed any of its 
road, Congress, on July 6, 1836, declared all 
lands granted to it forfeited. a 
As the lands claimed by the Southern 
Pacific Company are witnin twenty miles 
of this Atlantic and Pacific grant, the Gov- 
ernment raised the question whether or noi 
a clause in the act ot 1871, to the effect that 
sec. 23 providedthat the rights of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Company should in no 
wy be affected or impaired, excluded 
them from, the Southern Pacific grant. 
Judges Sawyer and Ross are of the opinion 
that it does not, because the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company had not earned the laud 
by building its ro .d, as was required in con- 
sideration for the grant, and as it never 
acquired any title to the land origiuaily 
grauted there remained thenceforth no 
right, “present or prospective,” tobe af- 
fected or impaired by the Southera Pacific 
grant. When the Atiantic and Pacific 
Company’s rights became forfeited, there 
caine to an end the only condition imposed 
by Congress upon the graut to the Southern 
Pacific Company. 

Both Judges Sawyer and Ross reached 
the same conclusion in a separate examin 
tion of the cases; and it is very probable 
that their decision will be affirmed by the 
Supreme Court.

NEW TRIAL DENIED. 


An Important Decision by the 
Supreme Court. 


THE CLAUDIUS-AGUIRRE CASE 


Several Points Reversed anda New 
Precedent Established Re- 
garding the Seizure of 
Personal Property. 


An important opinion was ieceived for 
filing in this city yesterday, by Deputy 
Clerk Ashmore of the Supreme Court, iu 
the case of Claudius (respondent) vs. 


terson and Gatroutte concur. The judgment 
and order of the lower court denying the 
motion fora new trial were affirmed. As 
the Supreme Court mikes an entirely now 
departure on several points upon which it has 
already ruled, the opinion is printed in full 
as follows: 
THE OPINION. 

The plaintiff brought tuis action against 
the Sheriff of the couaty of Los Angeles to 
recover the possesslon of certail personal 
property which had been levied on by him 
under a writ of attachment issued in an 
action against the piaiutiff’s vendor, and at 
the time of issuing the summous made 
the statutory claim under which the 
property was taken from the defend- 
ant and delivered to bim. Upon the 
trial of the cause the Court ren. 
dered judgment in favor of the plaintiff 
for the pussession of the property, togetuer 
with damages for its detention, but made 
ne findings as to its value. From this 
judgment and an order denying a new 
trial tue defendant has appealed, upon the 
xround thatthe trausfer of tue person u 
property to the platutiff from his vendor 
was fraudulent, inasmuch as it was not ao- 
companied by an imwediate change of pos - 
sessiun ; and that tue judgmeut as entered 
is errovuevus, for the reason that it does not 
provide for a recovery of the value of the 
property in case a delivery Cannot be had. 

1. Section 3440 of-the Civil Code de- 
clares that “Every transfer of personal 
property .. . . is cuncilusively pre- 
sumed, ‘if made by a person having at the 
time possession or control of the property, 
and not accompanied by an immediate de- 
livery and followed by an actual and cun- 
tinued change of possession of the things 
transferred, to be fraudulent, aud, 
therefore, void ag inst those wuo are 
— creditors while he remains in posses- 
sion. 

What constitutes an“immediate delivery” 
or an “actual and continued change of pos- 
session,“ is, however, a fact to be deter- 
mined by the court upon tue evideuce pre- 
sented in each particular case. (Godchaux 
vs. Muiford, 23 Cal., 322) The circum- 
stances convected with a transfer of per- 
sonal property are 80 varied that it would 
be impossible to framea rule applicable tu 
each case, or to determine in advance what 
acts would be sufficient to moet the require- 
ments of the st tute, When the transfer is 
challenged as fr dulent under this section, 
all the circumstances connected therewitu 
are essential toa determination of tts char- 
acter, andit can very rarely be the case 
that there will not be such a conflict of tes- 
timeny as to preclude this court trom reéx- 
amining its sufficiency. In the present 
case the Court found upon such con- 


appeal to the United States Supreme Court. | Zicting: evidence “that on the 16th day 


of March, 1890, one A. P. Stone, tue 
then owner of the property described in the 
complaint herein, sold, transferred and de- 
livered the said property to the plaintiff 
nergin for a valuable consideration,“ and, 
also, that plaintiff was the owner, in the 
possession „f and outitled to the possession 
of the said property continuously from 
March 15, 1890, until the same was taken by 
the defendant under said writ of attach- 
ment on March, 1890, without the consent 
of the piaintiff.” The evidence upon the 
subject of these findings is set out in the 
bill of exceptions, and. although it presents 
strong characteristics of un attempt to evade 
the provisions of the sections, we cannot 
say that the conclusion reached by the Court 
is not authorized; and uuder qell-settied 
principles the finding of the trial court is 
conclusive, 

2. Section 637, (C. C. P.,) declares that 
„In an action to recover the possession of 
personal property judgment for plaintiff 
may be for the possession, or the value 
thereof, in case a delivery cannot be made, 
and damages for detention.“ 

Tue evident purpose of this provision is 
thatifthe plaintiff after obtaining judg- 
ment for its possession is unable to obtaiu a 
delivery of the property, he may have a 
judgment for its value inthe same action. 
I'he primary object of the action is to 
recover tha possession of the property. 
(Whetmore vs. Rupe, 65 Cal., 238.) But if 
tue plaintiff has already obtained this pos- 
session beture judgment, there is no vucca- 
sion for any judgment for its value, as the 
condition is wanting upon which such 
clause in the judgment is authorized, viz: 
„It a delivery canuct be had.“ The plain- 
tiff need not avail himself of the provisional 
remedy for obtaining possession prior to 
judgement, or, if he does, the defendant may 
uave retaken the property, or, without re- 
taking it, may obtain judgment for its re- 
turn. In either of these cases the judgment 
must be in the alternative, in order that in 


case a delivery cannot be bad, the prevail- 
ing Wins, may recover its value (De ‘Thomas 
vs. Witherby, 61 Cal., 92), or, in order to 


determine the amount to be recovered from 
the sureties upon the undertaking. (Nick- 
erson vs. California Stage Company, 10 
Ca l., 520.) 

Under athe provisions of sec. 627, (OC. C. 
b.,) in au action for the recovery ofgspeelfie 
——— property, the jury are autuorized to 

nd the value of the property, if their ver- 
dict be in favor of the plaintiff, only “if 
the property has not been de:ivered to the 
plaintiff,” and, e converav, if the property 
has been delivered to the plaintiff, they are 
not required to find the vaiue; and in such 
acase there is noverdict upon which to 
base an alternative judgment.

the judgment. At the trial a verdict was 
rendered in favorof the defendant, and 
judgment§therein entered for a return of 
the property without any mention of its 
value. Upon the objection on appeal that 
such judgment was erroneous, the Court 
said: Nor is there anything iu the failure 
to give au alternative a og for the 
value of the property. ‘This omission 
might be complained of by defendants if 
they had shown the value, but it is 
no ground of complaint on the 
part of the plaintiff.” In Brown vs. John- 
son, (45 California,76.) the judgment was for 
the value of the property without the al- 
ternative for its return, Upon appeal it 
was urged that the judgment shouid be in 
the alternative, but the Court beid that if it 
bad been shown that the property had been 
destreyed, so that a judgment for its de- 
livery would h ve been necessarily unavail- 
ing, the faiiure to render juugmeut for its 
possession, would at most be but a tech- 
nical error or omission, one for which we 
would not reverse the judgment.” 

In Whetmore vs. Kuve, supra, where the 
alternative judgment for the value of the 
property was far less than the value as 
found, the Courtsaid: “Appellant cannot 
complain that the judgment was for less 
than the value of the property.“ 

lo Burke vs. Kock, (75 California 356,) it 
was said: “Conceding that this action is, 
as claimed by appellant, an actiou of claim 
and delivery, it does not follow that the 
judgmeit is void or erroneous because not 
ip the alternative.“ 

We can see no difference in principle be- 
tween a judgmeut fur the vaiue of the 
property sued for, without the aiternative 
tor its delivery, and a judgment for the de- 
livery of the without an alterva- 
tive for its value. f the former is free 
from error, the latter must be equally so. 
Certainly, the defendant against whom a 
judgment for the possession bas been ren- 
dered, where a delivery was obtained by the 
plaintiff before trial, cannot complain or 
feel aggrieved because the judgment as 
rendered does not also authorize a recovery 
from him of the value of the property. 

We are aware thatin Berson vs. 
(63 Cal., 550,) under a state of facts similar 
to those in the present case, this court re- 
versed the judgment and remanded the 
cause, with directions to enter a judgment in 
the aiternative form. It will be observed, 
however, that in that case the judgment as 
revdered was fox a return of the property

BANK TAXES, - 


Differences between Assessot 
and Attorney. 


LETTER FROM MR. M’FARLANS 


He Answers In Detall the Questions 
Asked, and Gives the Law for 
the Guidanoe of the 
Assessor. 


The differences between the Oity Assessor 
and the Oity Attorney lu regard to bank 
taxation bave not as yet been adjusted, 
although it was understood that an under- 
standing had been arrived at Monday after- 
noon at the Council meeting. After the 
adjournment of the Council Mr. Hintot 
again sent a formal written demand, or re 
quest, to Mr. McFarland, in substance the 
same as that printed yesterday, asking him 
to furnish him with a written opinion as te 
what was taxable property and what was 
not. Mr. McFarland makes the claim that 
he has already done all that is required of 
him, and yesterday sent Mr. Hinton the 
following letter: 

MR. MFARLAND’S LETTER, 

Los ANGKLEs, June 23, 1801.

DEAR Sin: Notwithstanding the fact thai 
Dave auswered in writiug your communi- 
cation of the 19.b inst. in regard to the 
taxation of the banks of this eity, and that 
you have refused to comply with that ad- 
1 in order that you may have no excuse,

ar as I am concerned, fur refusing to 
assess the 


property of these uks, 
will answer in detail your com- 
munication. In my former reply, | 


advised you to make outa statement oi 
the taxable property of these banks at 
shown by tue evidence of the officers 
thereof, and to present the same for their 
Signatures and affirmation, I did this for 
two reasons: First, I believe that the state- 


ments originally made were made under a 


misapprebeusion of their duties in the mat- 
ter aud also of the law as to what property 
they nave which should be taxed; ana be 
lieving that it would only be fair before 
proceeding arbitrarily in the matter to give 
them an opportunity of cérrecting their 
Statements formerly made; and second. 
sec. of the Political Code (which 
has been incorporated in our or- 
dinance for the assessment of city 
taxes) provides, It any person, fter de- 
mand made by the Assessor, negiects or te- 


tuses to give under oath the statement here - 


in provided for, or to comply with the otuer 
requirements of this tile, the Assessor 
must note the refusal ou the assessment - 
book oppusite his name and must make an 
estimate of the value of the property of 
such person, and the value 80 fixed by the 
Assessor must not be reduced by the Board 
of Supervisors.” The statement spoken of 
in this sectiou is all the real aud personal 
property owned or controlled by such per- 
sun on the first Monday iu March, and as 
this section provides that you canuot fix the 
value until after you have made demand 
tor the statemeut, and it having come to 
your knowledge that the st.tement made 
does nut coutain all the taxable property, I 
think it is your duty to demand sucha 
statement before further proceeding. .- 

Section 3648 of the same code provides 
„that aay property wilitully conceaied, re- 
moved, trausferred or misrepresen by 
the owner or ageut thereof to evade taxa- 
tion, upon discovery must be assessed al 
not exceeding ten times its value, and the 
assessment so made must not be reduced by 
the Board of Supervisors.“ I am of the 
opinion that before you could proceed un- 
der this section a demand for a proper 
statement must be made, as you might not be 
able to show that the concealment or mis- 
representation was wiilfully made in the 
first statements, which it certainly would 
be if they refused to make such statements 
after their attention iscalled to the fact. 
For these reasons {am still of the opinion 
that the first step you should take, is to de- 
mand of these officers corrected st :tements 
ot their taxable property. In case they 
should refuse to give the same, then you 
should proceed under the two sections 
which I have just queted. You d ve the 
further remedy, as decided in Weyse vs. 
Crawford, which went up from this county, 
of proceeding against them for perjury. 

As to what property hey have which it 
taxable, in the absence of au inquiry as to 
any particular item fouud in tusse state- 
mvots, I can only refer you to the sections 
of the code providing what property is tax- 
able, and with which sections you are per- 
lectly familiar. I will say, however, that 
having already ficured out the taxable prop- 
erty of one of these banks, and having ex- 
plained the method of arriving at the same, 
and having also read you the decisions o 
our court in reg rd to what is taxabie prop 
erty, that you ought to be able to arrive a 
the taxable property of tbe other banks iz 
the same manner, if you so desire. Aside 
from the real estate and wmortgages 
of. these banks, which are taxed 
as such, there are but few items which are 
necessary to be taken in consideration: 
First, all money in the possession of thé 
bank (other than that heid asa special de 
posit and excepting greenbacks and othe) 
obligations of the National Government) u 
taxable. Any excess of credits over then 
debts due persons in this State is taxabie as 
a credit. Any chattel property which they 
own is also taxable. considering these 
different items in their statements you will 
find the different amounts or items foi 
which these several banks should be as

Couniry nds. 

There is not a rural town within board- 
ing distance of a great city which could 
not at slight expense assure itself all the 
city boarders that it could accommodate 
by the simple process of systematically 
and intelligently improving and beauti- 
fying its roads. If it were to appoint a 
town committee with power to employ 
experts, or to obtain expert advice, and 
to carry out the suggestions thus ob- 
tained in road improvement, the mere 
public advertisement of that proceeding 
would attract boarders from all direc- 
tions. The expense would not be great. 
In nearly every case the gravel or cracked 
stone necessary for the construction of a 
serviceable, well drained road can be 
obtained within moderate distance. 


Orange county, in New York state, a 
kind of soft red sandstone to be found in 
great abundance which crushes readily 
under the wheels, and makes a hard, 
firm road bed, which is never dusty and 
never muddy, which is yielding to the 
horses’ feet, and most agreeable to ride 
over. Ordinary gravel can be used with 
almost equally good results. The main 
thing is to secure something like scientific 
knowledge in the construction of the 
road and the mixture of materials. The 
vicious idea that anybody can make a 
road by shoyelfig Jute the middle 
of it from the gutter, or, what is the 
same thing in a wholesale form, hauling 
it there by means of a scraper,“ must 
be abandoned at the outset, and not only 
abandoned but prohibited. Until that 
is done no reform will be possible.—Cen- 
tury. 


Railroads and Good Country Roads. 

A writer in The Railroad Gazette says 
that railroad companies can afford to 
give something more than moral sup- 
port to the agitation for the improve- 
ment of country roads. In agricultural 
sections good roads are feeders to the 
‘railroad. It is now the case in some 
parts of the country that the farmers 
sometimes cannot reach the railroad sta- 
tion because of muddy roads, and this 
happens at the time when railroad busi- 
ness is slackest. Good roads would 
change this, and prove a great benefit 
both to the railroad and the farmer.

g Tue Chicago Times of the 19th inst. 
contains 124 pages of seven columus, 
being the delinquent tax list of Cook 
county. It is an immense issue. 


Tnx outlook for California prunes is 
good. An eastern wholesale dealer of 
California fruits assert, the annual 
consumption of prunesin the country 
is about one hundred million pounds, 
and last year California produced only 
17,000,000 pounds. The tariff of 3cents 
a pound is a great advantage in favor 
ofthe California grower. Moreover 
the soil in Turkey and France is 
greatly exhausted, prunes having been 
cultivated there for over a century. 


Grorce C. GornamM has made a 
vigorous reply, through the New York 

un, to Gen. Wolseley’s attack on ex- 
Secretary of War Stanton. He con- 
cludes as follows: 

In conclusion, allow me to suggest to you 
that whether you are writing so industri- 
ously in our American periodicals for repu- 
tation, or only for the bonorarium, you 
would do better to treat your subjects with 
candor and fairness. When you descend to 
epithets aud abuse in general terms, and 
lidels on our illustrious dead, some one will 
be very likely to expose your disregard for 
decency and the truth. 


Weare pleased to be able to com- 
mend a feature of the Farmers’ Al- 
hance movement. The Kansas Farm- 
ers’ Alliance has issued a statement 
which shows that codperation is bere- 
after to be the basis of the Alliance 
campaign. This is an excellent de- 
parture. Codperation, or self help, is 
the secret of success. Let the farmers 
tick to codperation and they will not 
need any 2 per cent. money from the 
Government. On the contrary, they 
will beable to lend the Government 
money, as the farmers of France do. 


. Gen. ALGER, who is in San Fran- 
Cisco, says that Blaine can bave the 
nomination if he wants it, and denies 
that bis health is seriously impaired. 
On the other hand, Senator Stewart of 
Nevada talks to a New York Press 
dorrespondent as follows: 


This talk about Blaine for President is 
nonsense, Biaine is a sick man, as his 
habits in W shington have shown. He 
bas gonerarely to the State Department. 
Sometimes he would not go there more 
than one day inthe week, and then oniy 
for two or three hours in the middle of the 
day. He has lost his old-time vigor and he 
cannot make any canvass for the Presi- 
dency that imvolves the lightest exertion. 
Harrison may be renominated, but he will 
uot be elected—he cannot be elected unless 
the Democrats nominate Cleveland. In 
‘hat case he m ght win. 


AS ALREADY stated in these col- 
nmns, the crop of potatoes in Southern 
California this year is immense. This 
dounty will produce about 4500 car- 
loads, and a Riverside paper says that 
about an equal quantity is being grown 
within ten miles of that place. It will 
probably not be feasible to market 
this large crop in the ordinary manner, 
freight to the East being too expen- 
tive, except when the eastern market 
is. bare and prices high. Some ar- 
rangements should be made to utilize 
the product. It bas been suggested 
that a starch factory be started in Los 
Angeles. It appears to be a good 
idea. Who will make a move? Grow- 
ers might deliver potatoes in return 
for stock in the factory. 


REFERRING to a statement made by 
Dr. Mays to the State Medical Society 
that “insanity is on the decline in Cal- 
ifornia,’”’ the Oakland Tribune shows 
§ cénsus figurés are correct, 

the number of insane patients treated 
in the State in the past decade was 
4866. and in the previous decade 2392— 
an increase of more than 100 per cent., 
while the increase of population was 
but 44.44 per cent. But the really 
startling fact appears from a compari- 
son of the expenditures of the two de- 
cades. In the period from 1870 to 1880 
the totalexpenditures were $528,648, 
andin the past ten years $4,486,159. 
Thus in ten years we have multiplied 
by eight the cost of keeping and pro- 
viding house-room for the insane, and 
this without counting the cost of the 
Mendocino and San Bernardino asy- 
lums and the Home for the Feeble 
Minded. | 


Discussin@ the repeated failures to 
choose a chief of the horticultural 
bureau, the Chicago Inter Ocean says: 

lt is difficult to see just why California 
should be considered pre-eminently the 
State from which to selecta chief of this 
great department. It is true that her cil- 
mate is such as favors the growing of vines 
and flowers, but itis not beiiev that the 
subject of horticulture, in its proper mean- 
ing, has been so much studied and practiced 
in that State as it has in mauy others. 


Horticulture is the leading industry 
ot California. It is the industry which 
is relied upon to settle the State. Can 
this besaid of any other State? Cali- 
fornia can grow more varied borticul- 
tural products than any other State. 
It has already supplied the United 
States with dried and fresh fruits to 
_ the value of millions of dollars, that 
- Were hitherto imported from abroad. 
California should have this office and 
expects it. Only one State in the 
Union bas given so much money for 
@nexhibit as Uslifornia. Surely, we 
are entitled to some consideration in 


|THE VALUE OF AMERICAN CITI- 


ZENSHIP, 


It was considered a great thing in 
the days of Rome 's imperial glory to 
attain to the honor of Roman -oitizen- 
ship. Without it, it was impossible to 
achieve success in any direction, so 
indispensable was this requisite held 
to be. Rome was great because, to 
her, citizenship meant so much. The 
alien who would become a Roman must 
pay a price for it. He must do deeds 
wurthy of Roman valor. Rome de- 
sired no aliens amid the ranks of her 
citizens who could not do something 
to add to the lustre of her name. 

To be an American citizen is worth 
more than it ever was to be a Roman. 
Yet Americans have he d the privilege 


of citizenship very cheap. It is a matter 
which politicians have had alto- 
gether too much to do with. Party de- 
sire for a preponderance of votes has 
made political leaders very lax in re- 
gard to the requirements demanded to 
make men eligible for citizenship. 
The spirit of Americanism has been 
sleeping, and American citizens have 
been blinded to the dangers arising 
from free and unrestricted immigra- 
tion, and the rapid transformation of 
these aliens into American citizens 
without any reference to their intelli- 
gence or fitness to become such. In 
some of the States only a few months’ 
residence, combined with the declara- 
tion of an intention to become nat- 
uralized, is all that is required to vest 
the foreign immigrant with the full 
privileges of citizenship. He may, 
at heart, have no sympathy with 
the institutions of this country; he may 
not be able to read or write; he may 
be stained with crime, and incapable 
of self-government and yet be vested 
with all the rights of the sovereign 
citizen, The foreign immigrant may 
go into the State of Minnesota, carry- 
ing with him all his old-world preju- 
dices and his devotion to old-world in- 
stitutions, he may still speak his na- 
tive language and be unable to express 
himself at all in good English, and yet 
after four months’ residence in the 
State itis only necessary for him to 
declare his intention to become a 
naturalized citizen in order to secure 
to himself the privilege of the ballot, 
that badge of citizenship, that great 
crown of American sovereignty. Yet 


what does he know of American | Leah 


institutions after only a few short 
months’ residence in a land whose lan- 
guage he does not know and does not 
take the pains to acquire? What safety 
or what promise of permanence to our 
free institutions is there while ignor- 
ant aliens may thus easily become in- 
vested with sovereign rights of which 
they know nothing and which they are 
too often ready to prostitute for the 
sake of gain? Is there no lesson for 
the American people in the experience 
at New Orleans? Can we detect in it 
no note of danger? Can we with 
safety continue to absorb such a popu- 
lation and vest in them the privi- 
leges of self-government without dan- 
ger to ourselves and the life of the Re- 
public? If we hold the rights of citi- 
zensbip so cheap how can we expect 


the ignorant immigrant to hold them 


sacred? Foreign immigration is all 
right toa certain extent. It is this 
fusion of different races with all their 
varying tempefaments and character- 
istics, that has given strength and 
energy to American character. But 
we should guard against the influx of 
the ignorant, the criminal and the 
pauper element that is pouring in 
upon us like an overwhelming flood. 
The ballot should not be placed 
in the hands of the pauper and 
criminal. No foreigner should 
be admitted as a ‘naturalized 
citizen till he has a knowledge of our 
Constitution and general political sys- 
tem, and can at least read and write 
the English language. He should also 
have some industrial capacity—enough 
at least toremove him from the pau- 
per classes. 


The wheels of free government will 
not forever run themselves. No mat- 
ter how wise and just the principles 
those principles will not save it unless 
they find recognition and support in 
tbe great body politic“ Liberty is not 


license; the greatest freedom is that 
which exists under law. and it is 
in this obedience to law, this 


recognition of the sacredness of 
the ballot that the glory and strength 
of American freedom ishidden. Take 
the sacredness from the ballot and you 
strike at the very foundation of our 
free institutions and mark the begin- 
ning of the decline of the Republic. 
What is needed today are wise laws re- 
stricting certain classes of immigra- 
tion, and more stringent legislation in 
regard to naturalization. America 
must no longer be made the dumping 
ground for the ignorance, the pau- 
perism and the crime of Eu- 
rope. Some definite check should 
be placed upon immigrat‘on 
of this type, and itshould not be made 
welcome, nor should it be made possi- 
ble for this class to participate in the 
affairs of this Government. Let the 
American people educate themselves 
and educate their children to feel 
that there is nothing bigher than to be 
an enlightened and patriotic. citizen of 
this great American Republic. 


Tue Standard Oil Company, not con- 
tent with its power in this country, is 
said to be scheming with the Roths- 
childs for the control of the European 
and Asian oil output, and the German 
government is investigating the mat- 
ter. It is no wonder that the 
company would like to control the 
Caspian, oil region, when we read that 
one well there fora year and a half 
bas been flowing without intermission 
2200 barrels of oil a day. But this 


enormous output is eclipsed by a well 


owned by the Caspian Society, which 
began to flow oil on the 28d of Janusry 
last, and for three weeks yielded 39,000 
barrels of oil each twenty-four hours. 
It then declined to 11,000 barrels a 
day, and has since then. with some in- 
termission, kept up the latter figure. 


BRICK PAVEMENTS. 


The question of what 1s the best ma- 
terial for roadways is constantly being 
discussed and will perhaps never be 
satisfactorily settled, as improvements 
are constantly being made. Chicago 
has a new quarterly entitled Brick 
Roadways, which claims great advan- 
tages forsuch pavements, In general, 
according to its estimate, such pave- 
ments are cheap, durable, comfortable 
by being free from dust and compara- 
tively noiseless, healthful because vit- 
rified bricks are non-absorbent, and 
hence cannot give out unhealthy odors; 
they are safe because horses do not slip 
on them, and wheels of vehicles are not 
wrenched off by them; economical be- 
cause roadways paved with brick are 
easily repaired and the bricks can be 
readily taken up in order- to reach 
waterand gas pipes, and they are 
easily and cheaply kept clean, and they 
save any community large annual ex- 
penditures, as they dispense entirely 
with regular street crossings, as pedes- 
trians can cross the street any place 
and as well at one point as ano her. 

It would be a good idea for Los Au- 
geles to invite those interested in vari- 
ous kinds of pavement to lay a few 
blocks, so that their advantages and 
defects might be studied.

ALibrary Suggestion, 

Los ANGELES, June 23.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.) In this morn- 
ing’s Herald appeared an article in 
relation to the catalogue of the free 
library.

“BILLY” M’KINLEY. 


A Brother’s Estimate of the Great 
Ohlo State-man. 

D. A. McKinley, Hawaiian Consul 

at San Francisco, has the following in 

the Examiner: 


My brother, William «McKinley, was 


born of Scoteh-Irish parents (still liv-] 


ing) at Niles, Trumbull county, O., on 
the 26:h of February, 1844. The rudi- 
meuts of his education were gained in 
the academy at Poland,O., and at 
the age of 14 be entered Alleghany 
College in Pennsylvania. Before he 
canciuded the course his health failed, 
and he returned to Poland in 1859. 
He then obtained a positiou as clerk in 
the village postoffice. 

At the breaking out of the war he 
enlisted as a private in the Twenty- 
third Ohio regiment, of which Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes was colonel. He served 
tothe end of the contest, and was 
mustered out as a major. My nest in- 
formation is that bis promotion was 
entirely due to his bravery, as he had 
neither money. nor influence. The 
question of hig yocation arose upon 
uis réturo to Poland, ang Mr. Hayes 
wanted to make a lawyer of him. ur 
father was an iron ma:ufacturer, as 
was his father before him. Pig-iron 
was then very low, the prospects were 
not good for the business, and father 
insisted on William taking to the law 
on the ground that it was far enough 
r moved trom the iron business to in- 
sure against the young man following 
in his footsteps. 

William studied with Judge Glidden 
foreighteen months and then gradu- 
ated at Ithica, N. Y. He bung out his 
shingle in Canton, O., but for three 
months was not disturbed by asingle 
client, Then a leading lawyer named 
Belden was taken sick and gave Will- 
iam two ot his cases to try. He won 
them both, and through Mr. Belden's 
continued illness secured bis entire 
docket for the courtterm. I presume 
he showed some ability, for Mr. Belden 
gave hima third interest in his prac- 
tice, and left it all to him when he 
(Beiden) died a year or so after. 

Then came William’s first step into 
politics. He was elected District At- 
torney of the Democratic county of 
Stark, and during his term, married 
the daughter of James A. Saxton, a 
baker, merchant and newspaper pro- 
prietor. William left politics then un- 
til the Centennial year, when he was 
elected to the Forty-fitth Congress, and 
he has been in Congress ever since, 
save fora portion of the Forty-eighth 
Congress. He made a tariff speech 
early in this session, and after he made 
it, the Democrats contested his seat. 
He was counted out on the investiga- 
tion, but went back to the Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth Congresses. 

He is said to resemble Napoleon in 
appearance, but I am not so sureof 
that. He is a masteriul man, although 
his mind is of, the slow and logical 
order in working rather than 
dashing and brilliant. Still he is quite 
a humorist, and if the topic justiſſes 
can make a creditable display of wit in 
a speech. I think he is broad-minded 
enough not to allow bis party to domi- 
nate bim. He certainly gave most 
vigorous support to the Civil Service 
Reform Bill and the unearned railroad 
land grant forfeiture introduced by 
Mr. Hollmann. 

I think he is honest, for he is a poor 
man today. 

As for his acquisition of his tariff 
views, I do not kuow that J can offer 
any better explanation than that of 
inberitance. An old friend of our 
youth, whom I met in Honolulu, asked 
me how I accounted for Billy’s tariff 
ideas. I answered him thus: When 
my brother was bern my father was 


him manufacture. and 
Billy McKinley, Jr., was about 
as skinny, puny and unprom- 


ising a baby physically as any 
one would care to see. A dozen years 
after his birth we had a good protec- 
tion and pig-iron went up to $30 a tun, 
witbout any increase in cost of pro- 
duction.

The Typographical:Untion’s War on 
Female Typesetters.

The International, 
Union bas declared an industrial war 
on women. That organization has 
adopted a law prohibiting women from 
being members of iocal unions. This 
means denying women the right to 
earn their livelihood by typesetting, 
for the union denies its members the 
privilege of working in offices’ where 
non-union compositors are employed. 
It goes further and places outside the 
pale of respectability or the right to 
exist at all those who work at the 
printing trade without becoming mem- 
bers of a union. First the women are 
denied the right to work without join- 
ing a union. Then they are denied 
the right to belong to the union. This 
is a bold step for the Typo- 
graphical Union to take, for it 
challenges every sentiment of chi- 
vairy and humanity: Why are 
women to be deniedan opportunity o 
spectable and comparatively lucrative 
calling? Suppose every other trades 
union follows this example and de- 
clares industrial outlawry against 
women? Nothing would left for 
those dependent on their own ex- 
ertions but the sewing machine, 
the wash tub or the brothel. It 
seems impossible that a body of 
men could in this enlightened age de- 
liberately do so unjust and inhuman a 
thing, It is repugnant to every in- 
stinct of humanity and fair play. It is 
an attempt of the strong to remorslessly 
trample on the rights of the weak. 


By this aid the Typographical Union | 


lias declared itself the foe and op- 
pressor of women. If We are not 
greatly mistaken the union will find 
that it has made a costly as well asa 
cruel blunder. Aseriesof struggles will 
be provoked, and the union will be sum- 
moued at the bar of public opinion to 
be judged for its cowardly and brutal 
boycott of woman. Let a strike be at 
once inaugurated by women who 
are denied membership in the 
union because they are women, and 
a storm of popular indignation will 
break forth. Anybody with nerve 
and pluck can beat the union on 
that issue. And the fight will be 
made all over the country. If the wo- 
men cannot work in the union they 
‘will work out of it, and they will have 
the sympathy and. support of nine- 
tenths ot the people.

FRENZIED FANATICS, 


The Late Outrages in China 
on Foreigners. | 


Prejudice against the Jesuits the Causé 
of the Outbreak. 


The Authorities Doing Their Best to 
Restrain the People. 


Trial of the Jap Who Tried to Kill 
the Czarevitch—His Sen- 
tence—Opinion of 
the Court. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 23.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship 
Geelic arrived this morning from Hong 
Kung and Yokobama,. The North 
China Daily News, in its account May 
16 of the Wuhu riots, said: 

“It had been reported for several 
days that a mob of Chinese had deter- 
mined to loot and burn the propeaty of 
the Jesuits at Wuhu, owing to the 
rumor that a number of Chinese chil- 
dren bad been killed and their eyes 
taken out to make medicine for the 
Jesuit fathers. On the afternoon of 
Tuesday, May 12, a mob of Chinese 
gathered about the premises of the 
fathers and broke through the walls, 
eventually setting fire to the cathedral 
and other buildings. After driving 
the missionaries out and pillaging the 
place, the mobthen proceeded to the 
Englisi consulate and destroyed con- 
siderable property by throwing stones. 
Tue arrival of the Taotai and the cool- 
ness of the British cousul alone saved 
the buildings from being set on fire. 
The consul and wife escaped the mob 
by dressing in Chinese costume and 
burrying to the customhouse, and em- 
barked, with other foreign resi- 
denis, on the China Naviga- 
tion Company's receiving ship. 
A number of foreigners, headed by 
the consul, armed themselves aud 
passed the night at the customhouse 
aod, assisted by the Taotai, repelled 
the mob, who twice during the night 
made an attempt to loot and set on tire 
the customhouse and residences of 
toreigu officials. Next morning an im- 
mense crowd set fire to the custom- 
house and surrounding buildings, but 
the customs staff, fully armed, charged 
the natives and again put out the fires. 
In the afternoon three Chinese gun- 
boats, which were escorting Suen Ping 
Cheng, Governor of Aabui, up the 
river, arrived on the scene, and learu- 
ing of the riot, began to fire blank cart- 
ridges, which had the effect of fright- 
ening the mob. Some 200 soldiers 
arrived from Taiping Tu, and these 
lent additional protection to foreign 
residents. Tne mob did not make any. 
demonstrations against the Methodist 
Episcopal American Mission, but, ad- 
vised by the British consul, mission- 
aries from that point also embarked on 
the Tehsing, which brought them, to- 
gether with the ladies and children of 
Wubu, to Shanghai. At Chianking 
the priests who escaped from Wuhu in 
a boat were picked up.”’ : 

The News says there was only one 
British man-of-war on the North China 
station at the time of the riot, and this 
one, the gunboat Linnet; was near 
Woosung, but was sent for and pro- 
ceeded to Wuhu. 

On May 16, four days after the 
Wubu riots, the natives of Nganking 
made an attack on the Catholic Mis- 
sion there. Rumors spread that the 
Taotai of Wuhu had forwarded a dis- 
patch to the authorities declaring that 
the alleged deeds of missiouaries were 
true. The priests succeeded in keep- 
ing the mob off, and one of the assail- 
unts was arrested and punished. The 
Catholic Mission was not the only one 
attacked, for a crowd equally large 
made a descent on the inland mission, 
near Northgate, but the Chinese au- 
thorities arrived in time to prevent 
any serious damage. The crowd 
lingered about the missions during the 
next two days, and thenative women 
came to the orphanage to reclaim their 
children veho had been left there. 

Tue French man-of-war Inconstant 
at Wuhu was sent lor and arrived on 
the 18th. Capt. de Jonquieres informed 
the Governor of Nganking that if the 
rioters did not obey the mandates of 
the magistrate he would not hesiiate 
to take strong measures. Tue Gover- 
nor responded that order wouid be 
maintained. May 19 the German guu- 
boat IItis arrived and Capt. Ascher 
leut his influence to secure protection 
for the missionaries. Placards, how- 
ever, had been posted by the rioters at 
last advices announcing that the mis- 
sion buildings would be totally de- 
stroved on Friday, May 22. Placards 
were also posted iu the Freach quarter 
of Shanghai threatening foreigners. It 
is reported H. M. S. Swift has arrived 
at Chianking. 

The Geiic’s passengers brought in- 
formation that riots bad broken out in 
Hunton against missionaries; that uu- 
tives bad burned one mission and put 
a number of priests to death. For this 
crime, it was reported, four murderers 
were put to death just before the 
Gaelic left Hongkong. 

ASSASSIN SANZO’S SENTENCE, 

The trial of Tsuda Sanzo, the Jap- 
anese policeman who assaulted the 
Czarevitch, resulted in the Supreme 


Court of Japan finding the culprit 
guilty @f unsuccessful attempt to com- 
mit murder and sentenced him to life 
imprisonment at hard labor. In hs 
finding the Court says: 


The follewing facts have been proved 
against him: That he, Tsuda Sanzo, while 
serving in the police force of Shigo Prefec- 
ture, having conceived the false impression 
that the visit of the Kussian Priuce Im- 
perial to J pan had some exceptional ob- 
ject, and consequently, having become dis- 
satisfied, formed a project for the assassi- 
nation of His Imperial Highness and sought 
an opportunity to do so. He, the said 
Tsuda Sa 20, having been told off as one of 
the guards for service in Sakai on the oc- 
casion of His Highness’ visit to Shigo Pre- 
fecture on May 11. and being on guard 
when His Highness passed that place in 
the afternoon, drew the sword he wore and 
struck two blows at the head of the Prince 
Imperial, wounding bim. ‘That thereupon 
His Imperial Highness attempted to escape, 
when said Tsuda Sanzv started in pursuit, 
but was restrained by others and failed to 
accomplish his purpose. 


The sentence of the court is regarded’ 
by the press as disposing of the plea of 
insanity and confirms the opinion that 
Tsudu was inspired by the belief, as 
were many otfér natives, that the 
Ozarevitch’s purpose was to makea 
military inspection of Japan in pursu- 
ance of Russian aggressive projects. 

Commenting on the new cabinet 
which was anneunced May 31, the 
Jupan Mail says:

OTTawa, June 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Just beiore the Sen- 
ate adjourned last night a message 
Was received from the Governor-Gen- 
erel transmitting further papers re- 
latiig to the extension and evelop- 
ment of trade between the United 
States and Canada, inclading New- 
foundiand. The correspondence con- 
sists of dispatches which passed be- 
tween Lord Salisbury, the British Min- 
ister in Washington, and Lord 
Knutsford. After negotiations had 
been going on for some time a draft of 
the proposed convention between New- 
foundland and the United States, which 
had been privately communicated by 
Pauucefote to B.aine for arrangement 
of the fisheries question and trade re- 
lations, was transmitted to the Cuna- 
dian Governor-Geuesral, Stanley. 

The next dispatch is Lord Stanley’s 
cable to Knutsford, in which he re- 
moustrates in the strongest terms 
against the proposed convention at 
Washington, as it would place the fish 
and other products of Canada at a dis- 
— in the United States mar- 

et 

Knutsford then, in a dispatch to the 
Governor-General, says: 

In the present urgent condition of New- 
toundlaud an unfortunate feeling would be 
excited by the opposition of Canada to the 
eff rts of to relieve its dis- 
tress. Any reciprocity treaty between Can- 
ada and the tat ited States would, as pre- 
viously, be framed so as not to place im- 
ports from this country at a disadv ntage; 
and it is presumed Canad would wish to 
retain control over her t.riff with a view to 
possible extension of ber trade with the 
colonies and England. 

In the next dispatch Stanley replies, 
saying that the Canadian ministers are 
prepared to open negotiations imme- 
diately on lines already laid down, 
— the representatives at Wash- 
ngton could be commissioners asso- 
ciated with the British Minister and 
empowered to negotiate directly in-

The next dispatch was from Paunce- 
fote to Lord Stanley,under date of Jan- 
uary 13, 1891, and enclosed a draft of 
the convention between the Govern- 
ménts of the United States and Neu- 
foundland, which was submitted to 
him by Blaine. Provisions of this pro- 
posed treaty were made public since 
and have been discussed in the news- 
papers.

Blaine mentions the fact that he 
wished no public mention of the nego- 
tiations made and then brought to his 
notice the fact that it had been spoken 
of before public assemblages. Blaine 
wished it understood that all proposi- 
tions come from the British govern- 
ment’s representatives and not from 
the United States. 

Next are four telegrams from 
Pauncefote to the Governor-General. 
They form a skeleton narrative of the 
embassy to Washington, which re- 
suited only in fixing a date in next 
October for the conference.

A SYSTEM IN ROAD MAKING. | 


How the Work Might Be Carried on Ad- 
vantageously and Well. 

The road question has been an open 
one in Georgia for years past, and is be- 
ing generally discussed at this time. In- 
deed, it is a livevissud tr every scetion-of 
the country, but very few of the good 
suggestions made have had practical ap- 
plication. In this connection a volume 
entitled A Move for Better Roads,” 
which has just been issued in Philadel- 
phia, presents some valuable informa- 
tion. 


are brought down to a system they will 
never amount to much. It is the lack of 
system that the roads of Georgia are no 
better than they are, and this is the 
cause of the complaints made of the bad 
condition of the roads in nearly every 
county in the state. In this work on 
road making there is a contribution 
from Major George B. Fleece, of Mem- 

phis, which suggests a system that con- 
tains some excellent features. Valuable 
points may be gathered ‘from the foHlow- 
ing extracts: 

A board of road commissioners, three in 
number, in every county. They should meet 
within ten days after their election or appoint- 
ment, and proceed methodically, as follows: 

First—Elect a competent engineer of county 
roads and bridges, who may be one of the 
board; also a chairman and secretary and 
‘treasurer, the latter to be combined. 

Second The engineer should be required to 
proceed without dolay to prepare an estimate 
of the cost per mile of grading, bridging and 
graveling county roads, also the cost of repair- 
‘ing county roads not to be graveled. This re- 
port should be rendered to an adjourned meet- 
ing not longer than thirty days later. 

Third—Upon data furnished by the engineer's 
report the rate of road tax should be fixed and 
the work of the year determined. Authority 


to levy such tax might be conferred on the 
county court. 


The salaries of commissioners may be fixed 
by the county court, and that of the engineer 
by the commissioners. Each commissioner 
should be required to give prdper bond and to 
subscribe to an oath of office, embracing prom- 
inently that he has not influenced or attempted 
to influence his own election by ahy promise to 
do or not to do anything for any person what- 
ever, or any section, entering upon his term 
perfectly free and untrammeled to do his duty 
to the public without foar or favor. 

The engineer of roads and bridges should 
have authority to amend or change location, 
establish grades, alignment of roads, condemn 
material for construction, such as earth, tim- 
ber, stone or gravel, under proper restrictions 
and provisions for the compensation of owners. 
He should have police power to arrest and re- 
port violators of road laws, to appoint deputies, 
and exercise all other legal powers conferred 
on him by the board. 

Major Fleece submits, further, that 
road commissioners should, when they 
demand, have the free use of county con- 
¥icts in any work for the county under- 
taken by them; but the best of All is the 
general, concise system he suggests, the 
imperative duties he would impose upon 
the men who have the management of 
roadwork, which has always been done 
in a haphazard sort of way, without any 
system whatever. It is folly for the peo- 
ple of any state to work the roads super- 
ficially and at their convenience, and 
then complain of them afterward. It 
should be one of their first and most im- 
portant duties to organize this work and 
get it in good shape, mapping out well 
in advance, as above suggested, the lines 
on which it is to be carried out. Only 
in this way can the question of good 
to the satisfaction of the

HOW GOOD ROADS ARE MADE. 


The Method Followed in New Jersey. 
What They Have Done for Real Estate. 

The Philadelphia Press, in urging the 
importance of good roads in Pennsylva- 
nia, comments editorially on New Jer- 
sey's highways: 

Union county, which ‘contains tho 
thriving towns of Elizabeth and Rah- 
way, has been the earliest and most en- 
ergetic in taking advantage of the county 
road law passed by the New Jersey leg- 
islature in 1889. The farm lands in that 
county served by the reconstructed roads 
have increased in value from 10 to 25 per 
cent., while for the whole county, out- 
side of the city of Elizabeth, the real es- 
tate values have advanced $1,500,000. 
Travel has greatly increased. Popula- 
tion, before stationary, is increasing, as 
people are attracted to the county on ac- 
count of its good roads. 

These improved New Jersey roads aro 
laid out generally sixty feet wide; one- 
fifth or about thirteen feet on each side 
is allowed and used for sidewalks and 
shade trees. They are macadamized only 
sixteen feetin width, or eight feet on 
each side of the center line. The con- 
tract provides for such a grade as shall 
carry off all water from the surface of 
the road, and that which percolates 
through the stone. Before any stone is 
laid the road bed is perfectly graded! , 
with reference to shedding water toward 
the sides, as well as carrying it off 


is higher and the slope to each side is 
regular. A shoulder is left on each 
margin of the sixteen foot bed, so that 
the foundation stones cannot spread. 

Mr. Chauncey B. Ripley, of Westfield, 
N. J., who has been the most active pro- 
moter of improved roads in that state, 
has published a most interesting pam- 
phlet on the subject, in which we find the 
following detailed description of the con- 
struction of the Union county roads, af- 
ter the road bed has been prepared as 
above described: 

The road bed is made smooth and rolled be- 
fore any stones aro placed on it. 
preparation is completed a layer of blocks of 
stone about 12 inches long by 6 or 8 inches on 
the sides is laid, each stone by hand. Each 
stone stands an inch or so away from other 
stones. The stones in the first layer are pretty 
uniform in size, and of trap rock, and crack or 
split easily when struck with astone hammer, 
which is used on the top of each stone, till all 
are broken into, say, half a dozen pieces. The 
broken picoes fall down wedge shape, spread- 
ing so as to fill tho vecant spaces left between 
the blocks, as originally laid, and form a mass 
of wedged stones that will stand in the posi- 
tion they are left by the hammer forever, we 
may almost. say. After this the roller is ap- 
plied, and the stones are packed by rolling. 
Then a layer of smaller stones is placed upon 
this foundation, say stones of the size of 2to 
244 inches ona side. This layer is then rolled, 
and a finer grado is used on top till stone dust 
and gravel complete the evenness of the sur- 
face. The roller now in use on the Union 
county roads fs a steam roller, and has a press- 


Roads built as above cost about 810, - 
000 a mile. That the investment pays 
richly is a matter of demonstration. A 
competent engineer is an all essential 
in the construction of such roads. Penn- 
sylvania can easily have as good roads 
if it wants them.

Each 
month nearly a half million dollars is 
paid out.

Mr. Demaree, the originator of the order 
and grand secretary of Kentucky, is a mod- 
est, unassuming officer, always pushing 
the business of the fraternity. He has lived 
to see it cross all the mountains and rivers, 
state lines and the national boundaries, the 
order having lodges in every one of the 
United States and also in Canada. It is 
his oft expreseed wish that the Knights of 
Honor shall one day distribute its gifts 
among the widows and orphans of the Cau- 
casian race wherever found throughout the 
world. This does not contemplate any 
complicated arrangement, as each great 
jurisdiction could handle its own widows’ 
and orphans’ benefit fund, while the su- 
preme lodge would have fraternal juris- 
diction over all lands. ~ 


History of the American Legion of Honor. 

The American Legion of Honor was or- 
ganized in Boston Dec. 18, 1878, with 10 
members, and has grown to a national 
membership of 64,000, with 18 grand coun- 
cils and 1,083 subordinate councils, in 
which the membership ranges from 25 to 
950. The most remarkable growth has been 
in New York state, where the order has 
grown from 3,265 in 1881 to 20,000 in 1891. 
The friends of the legion are gratiiied by 
the official state of the order in 1890, which 
shows that during the past year, despite 
the attacks made upon it by its enemies, 
the order still made a small gain in mem- 
bership. The legion has a reserve fund of 
$500,000 deposited with the insurance de- 
partment of Massachusetts, and its present 
strength, it is believed, will increase to 
100,009 members during the next two years. 

The headquarters of the supreme coun- 
cil are in Boston. The supreme council is 
the legislative body, and is composed of 
representatives from the subordinate coun- 
cils. Enoch S. Brown, supreme command- 
er, is a young man who lives in Brooklyn, 
but has large business interests in New 
York. Adam Warnock, the supreme sec- 
retary, lives in Boston. The grand coun- 
cil meets biennially. It has no power to 
enact laws, but recommends changes to the 
supreme council. The grand commander 
is William Sherer, assistant manager of 
the New York clearing house. Mr. Sherer 
is also the deputy grand master of Masons 
of New York state. John E. Heart is the 
grand secretary. He has offices at 268 
West Thirty-fourth street. John Beattie, 
of 245 West Forty-sixth street, is grand 
vice commander, and William P. Tostevin, 
of 85 Chambers street is grand treasurer. 
There are ninety-fouf Vouncils and 11,000 
members in New York city.
